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Acknowledgment is made of cancellation of claim 14 in the amendment filed March 25, 
2005. Claims 1-13 and 15-17 remain in the case. 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mori et 
al., U.S. pat. No. 6,399,270. 

Mori teaches a printing plate comprising at least one component layer, which can 
be hydrophilic, and an image-forming layer can be provided thereon (col. 12, 
lines 41-52). A light to heat converting material may be contained in either layer 
(col. 13, lines 30-41 ). The image recording layer contains a thermally fusible 
material such as fatty acid amides which can be used in combination with 
particles. The component layer additionally contains infrared dye absorbing 
compounds which will be mixed with the amides and the particles upon heating. 
The difference between the reference and the application is the reference does 
not specifically state that the electron accepting developer will mix with the 
amides. However, since the electron accepting developer is in the layer, it will 
mix when heated. This is the nature of thermal developing. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to add the electron accepting developer 
to the layer with the particles and amide compounds because the reference 
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suggests using an electron accepting developer in the imaging layer as a color 
former. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed March 25, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

4. Applicant argues that the Mori reference does not provide the missing 
component of the dye precursor or organic electron accepting developing agent. 

5. The examiner disagrees. In column 48 of Mori, it is noted that the use of electron 
acceptor developer is well known and commonly used in image forming materials 
including thermal techniques. If not anticipated, it is certainly obvious to use electron 
accepting developers in the present invention. 

6. Claims 1 -1 2 and 1 5-1 7 are allowed.
